This boldest amphibious stroke of the Pacific war, un­ 
locking the sea approaches to embattled China by crossing 
to the western side of the archipelago from Leyte, was com­ 
pleted with stunning ease but preparations were made for 
violent Nipponese reaction. 
Three Beachheads Are Overrun 
(Tokyo radio reported today, without Allied confirmation, 
that a violent sea and air battle already is raging off 
Mindoro.) 
Three strong beachheads on southern Mindoro were over­ 
run at dawn Friday by Sixth Army troops of Lt. Gen Walter 
Kreuger who were greeted excitedly by Filipinos, the Japa­ 
nese having fled inland under bombardment of destroyers 
and rocket ships.

W ashington, Dec. IG (AIM—Uncle

survivors of World War veterans. 
The total paym ents will cost bil­ 
lions of dollars. 
A demon statistician of the V et­ 
erans Administration, which will do 
the paying, has figured this conia 
happen; 
A World War I veteran was 15 
years old when he served. 
At 90 he 
marries a girl 15. 
To get a pension 
when he dies, slip’ll have to live 
with him at least IO years. 
He dies 
at IOO 
She's 25 then. 
She iiegin.s draw­ 
ing a pension. 
She draws it until 
she dies at 102 in Hie year 2080 A.D. 
It could happen. 
Here are two 
examples: 
Pension From 1812 
Still on the pension rolls is one 
survivor—a daughter—o f a veteran 
of the War of 1811? which was 132 
years ago. 
Tile last pensioner daughter of a 
Revolutionary War veteran died in 
IOU. 
Both these w'omen received 
pensions by special act of Congress. 
But the last pensioned-widow of 
a Revolutionary War veteran died in 
1906. 
On the pension rolls are: 333 Civil 
War veterans, 1,227 veterans of the 
Indian wars, plus veterans of the 
Spanish WRI*, the first World War, 
and this war 
Under the new law, signed yester­ 
day 
by 
President 
Roosevelt 
the 
widow and children of a World War 
I veteran can get a pension if he 
died -or 
dies 
hereafter of 
any 
cause at nil, whether or not he had 
any disability from his war service. 
Such a veteran must have served 
at least 90 days and bern discharged 
other than dishonorably. 
To collect 
a pension, a widow’, if she has no 
children, must not have any other 
income over $1,000 yearly. 
If she 
has children, her income must not 
be over $2,500 yearly. 
$74 Is Maximum 
Any woman married to a veteran 
before yesterday can claim a pension 
any time in the future when he dies. 
But a woman marrying a World 
War I veteran hereafter m ust live 
with him at least IO years before 
his death to get a pension. 
Tile benefits cannot total more 
than $74 to widow and children 
combined. 
A widow without ch il­ 
dren gets $35 m onthly; 
a 
widow 
with one child gets $45. plus $5 for 
each additional child. 
Where there are children but no 
widow, the first child gets $18. two 
get $27. three get $36, and there Is 
$4 for each additional child. 
Under this new law the VA ex­ 
pects lo pay out $37,496,500 w ithin 
this next year.
